Hindus 
worship the Tulsi plant, cows, snakes, 
monkey, rats and the rest. Their objects 
of worship include the penis (the shtva 
linga) which is in reality a piece of stone 
sticking out of a replica of the vulva," Mr 
Roy said quoting from the book. .
